The occafion of this ffalm, feems to have been David's tranſlation of the ark to Zion, which was 
managed with great ſolemnity and devotzon. For the firſt words are the very ſame which Moſes 


appointed for ſuch occafions, Numb. x. 35. and the following verſes purſue the ſame mater. 


Thence he falls into a deſcription of fome of the glorious works of the God to whom this ark be- 
longed. But becauſe David knew that both himfelf and the ark were types of Chriſt, and that 
the church of Iſrael were a type of the catholick church, conſiſting of Jews and Gentiles, and

It 
mul therefore be acknowledged, that, lis is a mixt pſalm, belonging to Solomon imperſettly, 
but to Chriſt, clearly and Fully divers expreſſions being ſo ordered, that the reader might be led by 
them to the contemplation of Chriſt, and of his kingdom. Which was the more neceſſary jor the 
ſupport of God's true Iſrael, becauſe the ſpirit of God foreſaw Solomon's dreadful apoſtcy, and 
the great miſcarriages and calamities of hus ſucceſſors, and of the kingdom under their hands, and 
therefore was pleaſed to fortify their hearts with that glorious condilion, which they ſhould certainly 
enjoy under the Meſial.

And there is but one of theſe one hundred and ſeventy fix verſes, in which one or other of theſe 
tatles is not found, The general ſcope and defign of this pſalm is, to magnify the law and make i. 
honourable : to ſhew the excellency and uſefulneſs of divine revelation, and recommend it to us, 
by the pjalmaſt's own example, who ſpeaks by experience of the benefals of it, for which he praiſ 
God, and earneſly prays for the continuance of God's grace, to direct and quicken hum in his way,

The holy prophets, whoſe writings are contained in the ſacred ſcripture, arg 
fixteen, Of theſe Haiah, 2s firſt in place, and, as may ſeem probable, in 
time alſo. But undoubtedly he was cotemporary with Hoſea. Compare 
Ifa. i. 1. with Hol. i. 1. The Jews tell us that he was of the blood royal 
of Judah. But undoubtedly he was the prince of all the prophets, whether 
we confider the great extent and variety of his prophecies, the excellency and 
ſublimity of thoſe myſteries which were revealed to him and by him, the 
mazefty and elegancy of hs ftyle, or the incomparable livelineſs and power 
of lis ſermons. Ile ſo evidently and fully deſcribes the perſon, and offices, 
and ſufferings, and kingdom of Chrijt, that ſome of the anctents called him 
the fifth Evangeliſt. And it is obſerved, that there are more quota- 
lions in the New Teſtament taken out of Iſaiah, than out of all the

and the king of Babylon bound him in chains, and carricd him to 
12 Babylon, and put him in priſon till the day of his death. Now 
in the fifth month, in the tenth day of the month (which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon) came Nebu- 
zar-adan captain of the guard, who ſerved the king of Babylon, 
13 into Jeruſalem, And burnt the houſe of the Lozn, and the king's 
houſe ; and all the houles of Jeruſalem, and all the houles of the 
14 great men barnt he with fire. And all the army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, brake down ail the walls of 
15 Jeruſalem round about.

There is little controverſy 
about the time, or occaſion of. writing it. That the occaſion was the miſeries 


of the people, by reafon of the famine, ſword, and captivity, is evident. Pro- 


bably Jeremiah began to write upon the death, of Joliah, and continued to 
the time of the captivily, ſetting down all the miſeries the people ſuffered all 
along to that time. The defrgn of the writing, as to thoſe whom it immediately 
concerned, is plain and obvious, namely, to affett the people with thoſe judg- 
ments whach came upon them, for their fins + as to us (upon whom the ends of 
the world are come) to mind us to take heed of therr fins, left we be ſnarers 
in ther plagues. The book is made up of complaints of their lamentable con- 
dition petitions to God for mercy; and prophecies both of therr better eftate, 
and the rum of therr enemies. In the four firſt chapters are ſeveral al- 


phabets of letters beginning t/e ſeveral verſes, each verſe beginning with a new 


letter, only chap. g. every three verſes begin with a new letter. It ſeems the 
chapters were ſo com poſed, for the advantage of their memories. The whole 
book lets us ſee from what an herght of argnity, to what a depth of miſery fin 


may bring a natton, how much jocver interefted mn God; 2 directe us 1 


our duty in a Hate of aifliction.

It was the tradition of the 
Jews, that for his boldneſs and faithfulneſs in reproumg them, he was put 
to death by the captives in Babylon, 


The prophecies of this book were ſpoken and written in Babylon, to the Jews 
who were captives there, Ezekiel prophefied in the beginning of their cap- 
tivity, to convince. hem when they were ſecure and unhumbled ; Daniel, in 


the latter end of it, to comfort them, when, they were dejected and 47 
couraged. 8 


There is much in this book which is very myſterious, eſpecially in the beginning 
and latter end of it. But tho the viſions are intricate, the ſermons are plain, 
and the defign of them is, to ſhew God's people their tranſgreſſions. 
And tho the reproofs and threatnings are very ſharp, yet toward the cloſe we 
have very comfortable promiſes, to be fulfilled i the kingdom of the Meſfuah, 
of whom indeed Ezekiel fſheaks lefs than almojt any of the prophets. The 
vijions, which are his credentials, we have, chap. 1-3. The reproofs and 
threatnings, chap. 4—24. We have meſſages ſent to the neighbouring na- 
tions, foretelling their deſtruction, chap. 25—35. To make way for the 
reſtoration of Iſrael, and the re- ſtabliſiment of their city and temple, which 
are foretoid, chap. 36—48.
